Do this even though you are certain it is un- 
loaded. Never point any nreami at anything 
you do not intend to shoot. Re extremely alert 
and aware of all persons and property within 
the range of your ammunition. 

2 NEVER REL Y TOTALLY ON YOUR SHOTGUN'S 
MECHANICAL ‘‘SAFETY" DEVICE. 

Always assume (hat your gun can be fired at 
any time, even with all safety mechanisms en- 
gaged. The word “safety" describes a gun’s me- 
chanical devices that are designed lo place 
your gun in a SAFER status. No guarantee can 
be made that the gun will not tire even if the 
“safely” is in the “on safe" position. See ‘Op- 
eration of the Safety" laier in this manual for 
Insiaictions on operation of this gun’s “safety.’ 

LIKE ANY MECHANICAL DEVICE, A "SAFETY" 
CAN SOMETIMES FAIL; IT CAN BE JARRED OR 



INADVERTENTLY MANIPULATED INTO AN 
UNSAFE CONDITION. 

Mechanical “safeties* merely aid safe gun han- 
dling and are no excuse for pointing your 
shotgun’s muzzle in an unsafe direction. Wliile 
it is a good idea to “test* your gun’s mechani- 
cal “safeties" periodically for proper function, 
NEVER TEST THEM WHILE YOUR FIREARM IS 
LOADED OR POINTED IN AN UNSAFE DIREC- 
TION. 

Safe gun lundllng docs not stop with your 
gun’s mechanical “safely" devices — it starts 
there. Always treat ihi.s .shotgun with the 
respect due a loaded, ready-io-fire firearm. 

NEVER TEST THE M£CHAW/SiW OF ANY 
FIREARM WHILE IT IS LOADED OR POINTED IN 
AN UNSAFE DIRECTION. 

3 WHENEVER YOU HANDLE A FIREARM, OR 
HAND IT TO SOMEONE. MAKE SURE IT 1$ 
COMPLETELY UNLOADED. 

Always open the action immediately, and visu- 



ally check the chamlwr, Make certain that they 
do not inadvertently contain any ammunition. 
Always keep il)c chamber empty and “safety” 
in (he “on safe" position unless .shooting Is im- 
minent. 

4 DO NOT TRANSPORT ANY LOADED FIREARM. 

Keep all firearms unloaded during transport, 
whether stored in a liolsier, gun case, scal)bard 
or other container. 

5 HUNTING FROM ELEVA TED SURFACES SUCH A $ 
TREE STANDS IS DANGEROUS. 

Doing so may increase the risk of handling a 
firearm. TIk following rules should always be 
observed \yy you and those you hunt with: A/- 
Ufays make certain that the stand being used is 
safe and stable. Always make certain that your 
fireami is unloaded when it is being taken up 
and down from the «and. Always make cer- 
tain iljai your firearm Is not dropped from the 
stand, or dropped wltile it Is being taken up or 
down from die .stand. Remember, a loaded 
fireann may discharge when dropped, even 
with the safely in the “on safe" position. 



6 BE WA RE OF BA RREL CBS TRUCVONS. 

Do this for liie safety of bo(h ytHir gun und 
yourself. Mud, snow, and an innniie variety of 
other objects may inadvertently lodge in a l>ar- 
rel bore. It takes only one small obsiruciion to 
cause dangerously increased pressures that can 
ruin (swell or rupture) the finest siKXgun Iwr- 
rels. 

BEFORE CHECKING FOR A BARREL OBSTRUC^ 
TION, BE CERTAIN YOUR FIREARM IS FULLY 
UNLOADED. 

Make sure no live rounds arc in ihe cham- 
k'Ks). Place the safety in the ‘on safe’ pasi- 
tion. 

After assuring yourself that the firearm is com* 
pletely unloaded, again, open tl>e breech or 
action, and look through the barrel(s) to l)c 
sure it is clear of any obstruction. If an obstruc- 
tion is seen, no matter how small It may be, 
clean the l)oro with a cleaning rod and patch 
as descrilxxl later in this manual. Before the 
first firing, clean the lx>rc with a cleaning rod 

and patch, and wipe away any anti-rust com- 
pounds in the action/chamber areas. 

7 ALWAYS COMPLETELY UNLOAD ALL 
FIREARMS WHEN NOT IN USE. 

As a safety precaution, it is preferable to disas- 
semble your gun for storage. Your responsibili- 
ties do not end when your firearm is unat- 
tended. Store your firearm and ammunition 
separately and well beyond the reach of chil- 
dren, Take all safeguards to ensure your shot- 
gun does not become available to untrained, 
inexperienced or unwelcome hands. 

8 USE THE PROPER AMMUNITION. 

The barrel and action of all Browning firearms 
have been made with substantial safety mar- 
gins over the pressures developed by estab- 
lished American commercial loads. Neverthe- 
less, Browning assumes no liability for inci- 
dents which occur through the use of car- 
tridges of nonstandard dimensions which de- 
velop pressures in excess of cwnmercially 
available ammunition which has been loaded 
in accordance with standards established by 



the Sporting Arms and Ammunition Manufac- 
turers’ Institute (SAA^tI)- 

BE ALERT TO THE SIGNS OF AMMUNITION 
MALFUNCTION. IF YOU DETECT AN OFF 
SOUND OR LIGHT RECOIL WHEN A CARTRIDGE 
1$ RRED, DO NOT LOAD ANOTHER CARTRIDGE 
INTO THE CHAMBER. 

Open I he aaion and remove all canridges from 
the chamber(s) as well as the action areas and 
magazine (when applicable). With the aaion 
open, glance down (he barrel(s) to make sure 
that a wad or otiicr obstruction does not re- 
main in the barrel. Completely clear the barrel 
More loading and firing again. Failure to fol- 
low tltcse instmetioas can cause extcn,sivc 
damage to your gun and possible serious injury 
to yourself and others. 

MAKE SURE OFADEOUATE VENTILATION IN 
THE AREA THAT YOU DISCHARGE A FIREARM. 
WASH HANDS THOROUGHLY AFTER EXPO- 
SURE TO AMMUNITION OR CLEANING A 
FIREARM. 



Lead exposure can l)c obtained from discharg- 
ing firearms in poorly ventilated areas, cleaning 
firearms or handling ammunition. Lead is a 
substance that has Mn known to cause birth 
defects, reproductive harm and other seriou.s 
injury. 

9 NEVER INSERT A SHELL OF THE INCORRECT 
GAUGE IN ANY SHOTGUN. 

Tlie gauge of your shotgun Is marked on the 
side of the barrel. Store all cartridges of differ- 
ent gauges in completely separate and well- 
marked containers. Never store shells of mixed 
gauges in a common container or in your 
pockets. 

EXAMINE EVERY SHELL YOU PUT IN YOUR 
GUN. NEVER PUT A 20 GAUGE SHELL IN A 
12 GAUGE GUN. 

The most certain way to bulge or rupture a 
barrel is to drop a 20 gauge shell into a 12 
gauge chamber- Tlie 20 gauge shell, unfonu- 
nately, will not fall completely through the bar- 
rel; its rim is caught by the front of a 12 gauge 
chamber. Your gun will misfire (with the 



chamber appearing to be empiy). It is then 
possible to load a 12 gauge shell behind the 20 
gauge shell. If the gun is fired, the result will 
be a so-called “12-20 burst' which can cause 
extensive damage lo your gun and possible 
serious Injury to yourself or others.. 

10 USE SHELLS OF THE CORRECT LENGTH. 

Do not use 31/2" shotgun shells in a shotgun 
or barrel with a 2 3/4" chamber or 3" chamber. 
Do not use 3" shells in a shotgun chambered 
for 2 3/4" shells. Doing so can result in a build- 
up of dangerously high pressures that may 
damage your gun and possibly cause serious 
injury to yourself or others. 

The size of the chamix;r Is inscribed, along 
with gauge and choke designations, on the 
side of the barrel. The Gold semi-auto is cham- 
bered for 3" 12 or 3” 20 gauge loads. 

1 1 DO NOT SNAP THE FIRING PIN ON AN EMPTY 
CHAMBER — THE CHAMBER MA Y NOT BE 
EMPTY! 



Treat every gun with the respect due a loaded 
gun, even though you are certain the gun is 
unloaded. 

1 2 KEEP YOUR FINGERS AWAY FROM THE 
TRIGGER WHILE UNLOADING OR LOADING. 
UNTIL YOU ARE READY TO SHOOT. 

13 BE SURE OF YOUR TARGET AND BACKSTOP. 

Particularly during low light periods. Know the 
range of your ammunition. Never shoot at wa- 
ter or hard objects, 

14 ALWA Y$ UNLOAD THE CHAMBER AND 
MAGAZINE OF ANY FIREARM BEFORE 
CROSSING A FENCE, CLIMBING A TREE, 
JUMPING A DITCH OR NEGOTIATING OTHER 
OBSTACLES. 

Never lean or place any loaded firearm on or 
against a fence, tree, car, or other similar oh- 
jea. 

1 5 WEAR EYE AND EAR PROTECTION WHEN 
SHOOTING. 

Unprotected, repealed exposure to gunfire can 
cause hearing damage. Wear ear proteaors 



(shooting ear plugs or muffs) to guard against 
such dantage. Wear slwotlng glasses to protect 
your eyes from flying panicles. Allow proper 
distance (eye relieO between the scope and 
your eye when firing a scoped rifle or shotgun. 
Always keep a safe distance between the 
muzzle of your firearm and any persons 
nearby, a.s muzzle blast, debris and ejecting 
shells could inflict serious injury. Also, wear 
eye prwcaion when di.sas.se mbiing and clean- 
ing all firearms to prevent the possibility of 
springs, spring-tensioned parts, solvents or 
other ageni.s from contacting your eyes. 

16 DROPPING A LOADED GUN CAN CAUSE AN 
ACCIDENTAL DISCHARGE. 

This can occur even with the "safely" in ilie 
“on safe' position. Be extremely careful while 
hunting or during any shooting activity, to 
avoid dropping any firearm. 

17 IF ANY FIREARM FAILS TO FIRE, KEEP THE 
MUZZLE POINTED IN A SAFE DIRECTION. 



Hold this position for a minimum of 30 sec- 
onds. Carefully open the action and remove 
the cartridge. If the primer is indented, the car- 
tridge should be disposed of in a way that can- 
not cause harni. If the primer is not indented, 
your firearm should be examined by a quali- 
fied gunsmith and the cause of the malfunction 
should l)e corrected before further use, 

18 BE DEFENSIVE AND ON GUARD AGAINST 
UNSAFE GUN HANDLING AROUND YOU AND 
OTHERS. 

Don’t be timid when it comes to gun safely. If 
you observe other shooters violating any of 
tl»ese safety precautions, politely suggest safer 
handling practices. 

19 BE CERTAIN YOUR SHOTGUN IS UNLOADED 
BEFORE CLEANING. 

Because so many gun accidents occur when a 
firearm is being cleaned, special and extreme 
care should be taken to be sure your gun is 
unloaded before disassembly, cleaning and re- 
assembly. Keep ammunition away from the 
cleaning location. Never lest the mechanical 
function of any firearm with live ammunition. 
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20 SUPERVISE AND TEACH FIREARMS SAFETY TO

Closely supervise newcomers lo che shooiing 
sports.

22 PERFORM PERIODIC MAINTENANCE. AVOID

wear and requires periodic inspection, adjust- 
mem, and service, browning fireamis should 
be sen' Iced by a browning Recommended Ser-

Nomenclature 

In conventional gun terminology, the position and 
movement of shotgun parts are described as they 
occur with the shotgun horizontal and in normal 
firing position; i.e. the muzzle is forward or front; 
the butt slock is rearward or rear, the trigger is 



downward or underneath; the sight is upward or 
on lop. For general pans nomenclature (refer to 
Figure 1-A). The Browning Gold shotgun is shown 
disassembled to die extent necessary in order to 
follow instructions contained in this book (See Fig- 
ure 1-B on the next page). 
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General Operation 

The browning Gold shotgun is u gas operated, 
semi-automatic shotgun. It is capable shooting 
five shots (with the magazine plug removed using 
2 3/4" loads) in rapid succession with each pull of 
the trigger. Upon firing, high pressure gas from be- 
hind the shot charge passe.s through two ports in 
the barrel, through the gas bracket and into the 
gas cylinder. High pressure gases force the ga.s 
piston rearward, applying pressure to the 
piston rod. As the piston moves rearw'arxl, it 
pushes the bolt assembly rearward, operating the 
action. As the bolt assembly moves rearward, it 
recocks the hammer, and ejects the fired shell. Af- 
ter full rearward travel, the lx>lt assembly returns 
fcrw'ard, picking up a new shell from the maga- 
zine and chambers it automatically. After the last 
shell has been fired, the bolt assembly locks to the 
rear, instead of returning forward. This fadlilatc*s 
speedy reloading. The short-stroke of the gas pis- 
ton along with the snug, gas sealing fit of the pis- 
ton rod limits the amount of cx>mbusiion gases 
blown out of the gas cylinder and into the re- 
ceiver, keeping the inside of the receiver clean. 



NOTE: The Gold shotgun Is delivered with the 
magazine adapter in the magazine which limits the 
gun 10 three shots, in actx)rdancc with federal mi- 
gratory' bird law's. If you do not w'ani your gun to 
be limited, merely lake out the ihrtv shot adapter 
as explained on page 13 under "Three Shot 
Adapter.' 

Initial Cleaning 

Various exposed metal pan.s of your new gun have 
iKX’n coaled at the factory w'ith a rust preventative 
compound. Before assembling your shotgun, clean 
the anti-rust a>mpound from the inside of the bar- 
rel, receiver and the action-chamber areas, 
Browning Oil is ideal for removing this compound 
and for giving your new gun its first lubrication, 
however, any quality gun oil may be used. Clean 
the barrel using a cleaning rod and patch as 
expbined under ‘Cleaning and Maintenance 
Suggestions' on page 17 and 18. 

Serial Number 

The serial number of your Gold shotgun is found 
on the left side of the receiver— jtt^t below' the en- 
graving ‘Gold Hunter.” 




Ammunition 

The Gold 12 and 20 gauge shotguns shoot all fac- 
tory lead and steel 12 or 20 gauge 2 3/4" and 5" 
loads.

Operation of the Safety 

The cross l)olt safety prevents the trigger from be- 
ing pulled when In the “on safe" position. The 
safety is located at the rear of the trigger guard 
(See Figure 2- A). In the “off safe" position a re<l 
warning band is visible on the safely button on the 
left side of the (rigger guard. To place the gun 
“ON SAFE/ press the safely builon (o the riglil. To 
move the .safety lo the FIRE position, press ihe 
safety lo the left (See Figure 2-B). 

The safety is reversible and an be reversed from 
right- to left-handed by a competent gunsmith. 
When installed, the left-handed safety will have 
the safety button’s red warning band on the 
RIGHT side of the trigger guard. 

NOTE: Do not depend on die red color alone to 
indicate your gun’s safety status, as lime, exposure 
to the elements, and the abrasive action of clean- 
ing agents an erase it. 



THAT THE CHAMBER, FEED MECHANtSM AND

Use of Extra Barrels 

All Browning Gold semi-auto shotgun barrels are 
completely imerchangeable within gauge. No spe- 
cial filling Is required, 

Cleaning and Maintenance 
Suggestions 

You should clean your Gold shotgun wlieneN-er it 
becomes excessively dirty. The barrel should be 
cleaned and the action wiped dean and oiled after 
every day of shooting. The gas system should re- 
quire only occasional cleaning. If a malfunction 
occurs, perform a thorough cleaning, to see if it 
solves the problem, before .seeking the scrvitres of 
a Browning Recommended Service Center, the 
Browning Service Facility In Arnold, Missouri, or a 
competent gunsmith. 

Normal maintenance can be acccnnplished with 
the barrel still attached to ihe receiver (oiling and 
wiping down). More careful cleaning requires re- 
moval of only the barrel from the receivef (clean- 
ing the barrel), and the removal erf several gas sys- 



tem components. A complete cleaning requires re- 
moval erf the bolt and trigger group. 

PERIODiC OtUNG — 

Ordinary good judgment will indicate that the 
metal parts of a gun should receive a light film of 
oil after the gun has been exposed to weather or 
handling. 

Occasionally a small drop of light gun oil may be 
placed inside the receiver on the rails on which 
the boll slides (Sec Figure 20). This will help to re- 
lieve friaion and ensure smooth operation. 

If the gun has l>een exposed to a lot of dust, dirt, 
mud or water, the principal sv'orking pans Includ- 
ing the gas system, should l>e wiped clean and lu- 
bricated with a light film of oil. Browning Oil is 
recommended. 

DO NOT POUR LARGE QUANTITIES OF OIL INTO 
THE ACTION. A LARGE EXCESS OF OIL WILL RUN 
BACK INTO THE WOOD OF THE STOCK AND 
CAUSE SOFTENING OF THE WOOD, WITH 
CONSeOUENTIAL LOOSENING OF THE STOCK. 

CLEANING THE BARREL — 

1 BE CERTAIN YOUR SHOTGUN'S MAGAZINE, 
FEED MECHANISM AND CHAMBER ARE 
UNLOADED. PLACE THE '‘SAFETY" IN THE "ON 
SAFE" POSITION AND LOCK THE BOLT TO 
THE REAR. AL^V4yS WEAR PROTECTIVE 
SAFETY GLASSES DURING ALL DISASSEMBLY 
AND CLEANING PROCEDURES. 

2 Remove the Ijarrel so that it can be cleaned 
from the breech end (See “Disassembly" on 
page 8). 

3 Using a sitotgun cleaning rod wjili ilp and 
patch large enough for a snug fit in the bore, 
insert the rod and patch in the breech end of 
the Iwrrel and run back and forth through the 
lx>re several limes. Remove and wipe the 
Invector tube, threads and barrel threads with a 
brass or nylem brush, and lightly oil. 

4 Inspect the bore from Ixuli ends for leading by 
looking through the bore toward light. Leading 
will appear as dull longitudinal streaks and is 
usually more predominant near the muzzle and 
just forward of the chamber.

5 A normal amount of leading can be expeaed 
with today's high-velocity loads and improved 
wads but this is not serious. If or when leading 
should become heavy, it can be removed wiih 
a brass bore brush. Make s*ire a choke tube is 
installed. Spray the bore or the bore bmsh with 
a good powder solvent, and scrub the bore un- 
til leading is removed. To prevent brass bristles 
from breaking off, the brush should be pushed 
completely through the bore before being 
withdrawn. 

6 After leading has been removed, the bore 
should be wiped dry with a clean patch, and 
then a lightly oiled patch run through it for 
preservation. 

7 Reassemble barrel and wipe all exposed metal 
surfaces with an oiled cloth making sure to 
wipe gun clean of all finger marks where mois- 
ture will accumulate. 

8 The barrel and aaion should be inspected to 
assure that all cleaning patches have been re- 
moved and not inadvertently left in the barrel 
Of action, 

9 The wood surfaces can also lx* wiped with 
Browning Oil or they can be polished with any 
quality furniture wax (but not both). 

CLEANING THEACTiON 

AND TRIGGER GROUP — 

1 When the action becomes excessively dirty, 
remove the trigger group aiul boll assembly 
from the receiver as explained under ‘‘Full Dis- 
assembly" on page 9 and 12. Clean with an oil 
such as Browming Oil or a gun solvent as nec- 
essary, using an old tooihbruidi to loosen any 
aked-on grime. Wipe the receiver cavity clean. 
Lightly oil the cavity (aerosol Browning Oil is 
ideal) and wipe it dry. No further disassembly 
is required for cleaning. 



2 Reassemble the trigger group, bolt assembly, 
gas system and the barrel to the receiver as ex- 
plained previously. Then wipe all exposed 
metal suffeces with an oiled cloth, making sure 
to wipe clean all finger marks where moisture 
mil accumulate. 

3 The barrel and action siwuld be inspected to 
assure that all cleaning patches liave been re- 
moved and not inadvertently left in the barrel 
or action. 

CLEAMNG THE GAS SYSTEM— 

1 Remove the gas piston and piston sleeve from 
the magazine tube. Spray the magazine lulx 
with a good quality pow'dcr solvent and wipe 
clean. 

2 Spray the piston and piston sleeve with a good 
powder solvent and brush it thoroughly to re- 
move any deposib (an old toothbrush is ideal), 
Spray the inside and wipe off any buildup. It 
will be easier to remove the piston sleeve 

spring to clean the interior of the piston sleeve. 
NEVER use a .steel bru.sh on any of the gas 
components. 

3 Complete the cleaning of the gas system by 
applying a very light film of Browning Oil to 
all parts for protection and lubrication, 

DO NOT TAKE YOUR GUN'S ACTION APART 
BEYOND WHATtS EXPLAtNED IN THIS 
MANUAL. Tliis is a specialized, finely fitted 
mechanism; an attempt to remove the inner 
mechanism may mar it for life. It is unneces- 
sary, and may do damage to the inner mecha- 
nism, to disassemble it for routine cleaning and 
oiling. Of course, misfortunes (such as drop- 
ping your gun in water) require appropriate 
attention, and in such circumstances we recom- 
mend you immediately take your gun to a 
competent gunsmiiiv
